MESSAGE TO THE PRESIDENT OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, THE 
SECRETARY-GENERAL AND DELEGATIONS TO THE THIRTIETH SESSION 
OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 

ON BEHALF OF THE PROVISIONAL REVOLUTIONARY GOVERNMENT OF THE 
REPUBLIC OF SOUTH VIET-NAM AND THE GOVERNMENT OF THE DEMOCRATIC 
REPUBLIC OF VIET-NAM, WE WISH TO EXPRESS ONCE AGAIN OUR 
PREP GRATITUDE TO THE STATES MEMBERS OF THE UNITED NATIONS 
WHICH VOTED, BY A VERY LARGE MAJORITY, FOR RESOLUTION 3366 
(XXX) REQUESTING THE SECURITY COUNCIL "TO RECONSIDER IMMEDIATELY 
AND FAVOURABLY" THE APPLICATIONS OF THE REPUBLIC OF SOUTH 
VIET-NAM AND THE DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC OF VIET-NAM FOR 
ADMISSION TO THE UNITED NATIONS. THE VOTE ON THIS RESOLUTION, 
WHICH IS A VICTORY FOR THE VIET-NAMESE PEOPLE AND FOR ALL 
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THE FORCES OF PROGRESS, PROVES THAT THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
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CONSIDERS THE REPUBLIC OF SOUTH VIET-NAM AND THE DECOCRATIC 
REPUBLIC OF VIET-NAM WORTH OF FULL MEMBERSHIP IN THE 
UNITED NATIONS AND WANTS THE VIET-NAMESE PEOPLE TO CONTRIBUTE 
ACTIVELY WITHIN THIS WORLD COMMUNITY TO THE DEFENCE OF 
PEACE AND SECURITY THROUGHOUT THE WORLD, THE CAUSE OF NATIONAL 
INDEPENDENCE AND THE DEVELOPMENT OF FRIENDLY AND CO- 
OPERATIVE RELATIONS AMONG NATIONS. 

HOWEVER, IN DEFIANCE OF THE WILL OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 

AT A SECURITY COUNCIL MEETING ON 30SEPTEMBER 1975, WHEN 
14 MEMBERS OF THE COUNCIL WERE IN FAVOUR OF THE ADMISSION OF 
THE REPUBLIC OF SOUTH VIET-NAM AND THE DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC 
OF VIET-NAM, THE UNITED STATES ONCE MORE OPPOSED IT. 

THE PRETEXT GIVEN WAS AGAIN THE REJECTION OF THE 
APPLICATION OF SOUTH KOREA. BUT EVERYONE KNOWS THAT THIS IS 
A TRANSPARENT AND COMPLETELY ABSURD PRETEXT EVEN THOUGH 
IT IS MASKED BY FINE WORDS ABOUT UNIVERSALITY OR 
REPRESENTATIVENESS . 

CLEARLY THIS IS AN ARROGANT ACT WHICH VIOLATES ALL LEGAL AND 
MORAL NORMS AND SERIOUSLY THREATENS THE CHARTER OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS. 

IN FACT, THE UNITED STATES IS DELIBERATELY PURSUING ITS POLICY 
OF HOSTILITY TOWARDS THE VIET-NAMESE PEOPLE BECAUSE OF THE 
MISERABLE FAILURE OF ITS POLICY OF NEO-COLONIALIST AGGRESSION 
IN VIET NAM AND ITS OBSTINATE DESIRE TO PREVENT VIET-NAM 
FROM TAKING ITS LEGITIMATE PLACE AND MAKING ITS JUST VOICE 
HEARD WITHIN THE UNITED NATIONS. 

WE HAVE STATED ON MANY OCCASIONS THAT DESPITE THE WAR OF 
AGGRESSION WAGED ON THE SOIL OF OUR COUNTRY FOR DECADES 
BY THE UNITED STATES, DESPITE THE INCALCULABLE SORROW, 

SUFFERING AND DESTRUCTION WHICH THAT WAR BROUGHT UPON OUR 
PEOPLE, THE PROVISIONAL REVOLUTIONARY GOVERNMENT OF THE 
REPUBLIC OF SOUTH VIET-NAM AND THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC OF VIET-NAM ARE READY, NOW THAT THE 
WAR HAS ENDED AND PEACE HAS BEEN RESTORED, TO 
ESTABLISH NORMAL RELATIONS WITH THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED 
STATES ON THE BASIS OF THE PARIS AGREEMENT. HOWEVER, THE

UNITED STATES HAS ANSWERED OUR SHOW OF GOODWILL WITH A 
FOURFOLD VETO OF THE ADMISSION OF THE REPUBLIC OF SOUTH VIET- 
NAM AND THE DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC OF VIET-NAM, IN THE SAME WAY 
AS IT IS MAINTAINING THE EMBARGO AGAINST VIET-NAM AND 
CONTINUING TO PREVENT ORGANIZATIONS IN THE UNITED STATES 
FROM SENDING HUMANITARIAN AID TO THE VIET-NAMESE PEOPLE. 

THIS POLICY OF HOSTILITY IS THE SOLE CAUSE FOR THE DEADLOCK 
ON OTHER PROBLEMS OUTSTANDING BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES 
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AND VIET-NAM EVEN THOUGH THEIR SOLUTION IS POSSIBLE NOW 
THAT PEACE HAS RETURNED. HOW COULD SUCH A POLICY BE 
ACCEPTED BY MEN AND WOMEN OF CONSCIENCE? INDEED, MANY 
VOICES WERE RAISED AT THE PLENARY MEETING OF 19 SEPTEMBER 
1975 AND DURING THE CURRENT GENERAL DEBATE IN THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY, AS WELL AS IN THE SECURITY COUNCIL, CALLING UPON 
THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES TO ADOPT A MORE REASONABLE 
AND REALISTIC ATTITUDE. 

THE UNITED STATES IS OBSTINATELY HOLDING TO ITS MISGUIDED 
AND REACTIONARY POLICY. BUT WE ARE LIVING IN AN AGE IN 
WHICH THE WILL OF PEOPLES ASSERTS ITSELF 

MORE THAN EVER AND ULTIMATELY ALWAYS COMPELS RECOGNITION. 
AFTER THE SECOND VETO OPPOSING THE ADMISSION OF THE REPUBLIC 
OF SOUTH VIET-NAM AND THE DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC OF VIET-NAM, 

WE ARE CONVINCED THAT MANY VOICES WILL BE RAISED TO 
DENOUNCE THIS ARROGANT POLICY, WHICH IS HARMFUL TO THE 
CAUSE OF PEACE AND INTERNATIONAL CO-OPERATION, AND TO DEMAND 
THAT, THE UNITED STATES SHOULD FINALLY ABIDE BY THE CHARTER 
OF THE UNITED NATIONS AND THE WILL OF ALMOST ALL STATES 
MEMBERS OF THE UNITED NATIONS CLEARLY EXPRESSED IN GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY RESOLUTION 3366 (XXX). 

THE PROVISIONAL REVOLUTIONARY GOVERNMENT OF THE REPUBLIC 
OF SOUTH VIET-NAM AND THE GOVERNMENT OF THE DEMOCRATIC 
REPUBLIC OF VIET-NAM WILL CONTINUE, AS IN THE PAST, 

TO WORK WITH ALL THE FORCES OF PROGRESS THROUGHOUT THE WORLD 
IN THEIR STRUGGLE FOR THE MAINTENANCE OF PEACE AND SECURITY, 

THE INDEPENDENCE AND FREEDOM OF PEOPLES AND THE DEVELOPMENT 
OF FRIENDLY AND CO-OPERATIVE RELATIONS AMONG NATIONS.
